Of the following facts we are reliably in- 
formed, and if they are true, as we have every 
reason to believe, they constitute an outrage 
disgraceful to the parties committing it, and 
deserving not only of reprehension*but of the 
severest punishment. An individual, resident’ 
of this Territory, having got tired of support- 
ing his wife, or fer some other reason. per- 
haps better, probably worse, abandoned her 
and readily procured a divorce by those 
expeditions means peculiar to this Territory. 
where marriages and divorces occur in the 
shortest possible space of time At length the 
discarded wife and divorced widow, taking 
with her a new-born child, became the lawful 
wife of a soldier in this Camp. Of course by 
so doing she incurred the anathemas of those 
in the Territory who affect to think Camp 
Douglas a very pandemonium, and its inmates 
the worst of mankind. A few days ago thfs 
soldier thought he wonld take his wife and 
child a short distance into the country. and 
supposing this to be a free land, governed by 
law, and the rights of whose citizens were 
amply protected agaings wrong or violence. 
chose to go to Farmington, twelve miles 
from Salt Lake City. While there, he and 
his wife were set upon by an armed body 
of men, led by the quondam husband of the 
woman, and by threats and violence the child 
was taken from the protection of its natural 
protector, and its legal guardian. and kid- 
napped, The poor woman returned to the 
Camp with her pitiful story. nearly distracted. 
by this forcible abduction of ber child.. Has 
it come to this that sueh glaring outrageous 
can be perpetrated in broad daylight in the 


and the forces of the Nation. who are here to 
give protection to life, liberty and property 
of all? 

By what code of morals, (we will not say 
of law. for the whole thing is beyond the pale 
of all law) can such proceedings be justified 
or excused? We care not who the woman 
may be, whether the least or grandest in the 
land—-whether tricked out in all the broidered 
finery and glistening silks of the first lady of 
the harem, or clad in the homely habiliments 
of poverty and want—whether a model of 
purity and virtue, or an outcast from the home 
of a Priest or Elder among the Saints. the law 
proclaims bim guilty who seizes her offspring. 
and civilization rightly names bim villain. 
We trnst that proper. prompt, immediate meas- 
ures will be taken to restore to this woman 
her child, rudely and unlawfully abducted 
from her—and" that no means will be spared 
to right the wrong and inflict summary and 
deserved punishment on this band of outlaws 
with their leader at their head. 


It is the countenance lent to such outrages |. 


as this, which bring whole communities into 
disrepute. and we warn both the arfthorities 
and the community that they will not be tol- 
erated in a land boasting the liberty of the 
citizen. protected by the Constitution and the 
laws, if not by a sentiment of decency and 
common morality. 
What has become of the child in the hands 
of these outlaws. we know not. but we hope 
that not many hours may elapse before it is 
restored to the bosom and home of its now 
nearly distracted and suffering mother. 

Siuce the foregoing was in type, we have 
learned the following additional particulars : 
The first busband of the woman is named 
Melton Howe, and he resides now at Farm- 
ington, with another wife, whom he bas 
married, whether before or since his divorce 
we do not know. He retains possession of 
the oldest girl of the first wife. about seven 
years of age. By his brutality to his wife, be. 
abuut a year ago, drove her and ber infant 
child—tbhen only a moath old—from the bouse 
as sbe stleges. As she was trudging wearily 
along with her young charge, an outcast on 
the cold world and fleeing from the violence 
of ber busband, she mét Henry Hyson, o 
member of the Camp Douglas Band, and be- 
sought his protection. As she was making 
ber way,on foot, towards the city, Hyson

“\A days ago Mre\Hyson received a note 
from Howe saying that he was going to the 
mines with the elder daughter, and that the 
latter Gesired to see her mother and infant 
sister before going away. On Satarday. 
Hyson took the motberand child to Farmington 
lured there by the trick of the. former bus- | 
band., On arriving in the town. twelve armed 
men rushed upon them and swore that she 
must give up the child. The two resisted and 
fled for protection down the street. Subse- 
quently, as they were trying to get away, 
about twenty armed men led by Howe, sur- 
rounded them at Blanchard’s door (a public 
house) and threatening kill Hyson if he 
interposed. rudely seized the woman and 
threw her down several times. She like a 
true mother, resisted, but finally the child was 
dragged from her and carried off—to the 
house of Howe. The poor woman hopeful 
and valiant to the last, forced her way into 
the house and besonght the ruffians to give up 
her infant. Hyson returned to Camp to save 
his life. and on Wednesday night returned on 
horseback, found his wife, who had several 
times been thrust from the house, monnted her 
behind him and thus brought her hame. 

The infant is still in the possession of the 
man Howe, but we hope he will not be al- 
lowed to escape until he has fully answered 
for this outrage.
